DURING DIABETES WEEK, NOVEMBER 17 TO 23 


A nation-wide eliort to find almost one million Americans 
who are unsuspecting victims of a puzzling and sometimes 
fatal disease, is underwav, Nov. 17 to 23, during Diabetes 
Week. 
The purpose: to find those who arc 
tims of diabetes so that they may 
life-saving, medical care. 
Authorities estimate that there 
lion diabetics in the United States. That means t hat one per­ 
son in every 8b is a victim of the ailment. Even more import­ 
ant, they point out that about 4,750,000 living Americans 
are likely to develop diabetes in the future. 
The importance of early detection of diabetes can’t be 
overestimated, according to these medical experts. Dr. How­ 
ard Root, medical director of Boston’s Joslin (lim e, a world- 
famous diabetes treatment and research center, says that 
12 to 15 per cent of all patients admitted to the clinic in dia­ 
betic coma are unaware that they have diabetes. In contrast, 
statisticians at the Metropolitan Life Insurance Company, 
attribute the gradual decline in diabetes mortality to early 
diagnosis and treatment. 
In recent years, diabetics have been able to live practic­ 
ally normal lives with daily self-injections of insulin, careful 
diets and constant hygienic care. <*ood news for diabetica 
came in 1957 with the development of Orinase, a remarkable 
oral drug that can replace tin* insulin injection in selected 
cases of mild diabetes. 
In the diabetic, the panercase fails to produce sufficient 
insulin, a hormone which helps to convert carbohydrates - 
sugar and starches— into “ fuel” for body energy. As a re­ 
sult, the body uses other resources— such as fat and protein

The development of Orinase means a new way of life, and 
“ freedom from the needle,” for millions of diabetes victims 
throughout the world. And the discovery of the new drug 
lias also served to re-emphasize the need for early detection 
of this mysterious metabolic disorder. 
Typical symptoms of diabetes, according to medical spe­ 
cialists, are: 
1. Excessive thirst and hunger 
2. Passing of large amount of urine 
3. Loss of weight 
4. Changes in vision 
5. Fatigue and drowsiness 
6. Positive urine sugar and elevated blood sugar 
The most certain way to check on diabetic symptoms, is 
to see your physician. 
A two-pronged battle against the growing problem of dia­ 
betes is now* taking shape. The advent of a pill for diabetes, 
not only makes life easier for many diabetics, but also points 
to vital research leads which may bring greater understand- 
of the disease. Now, leading scientists hope that the pieces 
in the puzzle will gradually fall into place, as work in the 
laboratory and the clinic takes on new speed and direction. 
The second “front” in the nation’s anti-diabetes program 
is a continuous, full-scale job of diabetes detection. With 
this in mind, you can do your part during Diabetes Week 
and help to take a step in the direction of the ultimate goal: 
a real cure.

NATION-WU)K SEARCH FOR 1.000,000 I MARKT ICS 
DURING DIABETES WEEK. NOVEMBER 17 TO 23 


A nation-wide effort to find almost one million Americans 
who are unsuspecting victims of a puzzling and sometimes 
fatal disease, is underway, Nov. 17 to 23, during Diabetes 
Week. 
The purpose; to find those who are still undetected vic­ 
tims of diabetes so that they may get proper, and possibly 
life-saving, medical care. 
Authorities estimate that there are now about two mil­ 
lion diabetics in the United States. That means that one per­ 
son in every 80 is a victim of the ailment. Even more import­ 
ant, they point out that about 4,760,000 living Americans 
are likely to develop diabetes in the future. 
The importance of early detection of diabetes can’t be 
overestimated, according to these medical experts. Dr. How­ 
ard Root, medical director of Boston’s Joplin Clinic, a worlii- 
iamous diabetes treatment and research center, says that 
12 to 16 per cent of all patients admitted to the clinic in dia­ 
betic coma are unaware that they have diabetes. In contrast, 
statisticians at the Metropolitan Life Insurance Company, 
attribute the gradual decline in diabetes mortality to early 
diagnosis and treatment. 
In recent years, diabetics have been aide to live practic­ 
ally normal lives with daily self-injections of insulin, careful 
diets and constant hygienic care. Good news for diabetics 
came in 1957 with the development of Orinase, a rem arkable 
oral drug that can replace the insulin injection in selected 
cases of mild diabetes. 
In the diabetic, the pa ne re ase fails to produce sufficient 
insulin, a hormone which helps to convert carbohydrates-- 
sugar and starches— into “fuel” for body energy. As a re­ 
sult, the body uses other resources—such as fat and protein 
- -for energy. Unless better conversion of carbohydrates is 
made fu s ib le for the diabetes victim, it eventually leads to 
coma and even death. 
For hundreds of years, doctors could find no way to com­ 
bat the ailment and severe diabetics frequently had a very 
short life span. In 1921, two Canadian scientists found a way 
to extract insulin from the pancreas of animals, and manu­ 
facture of the vitally needed hormone followed soon after. 
From the very moment that insulin was made a v a ila b le , 
a world-wide laboratory search began for an easier way to 
reduce the diabetic’s abnormally high hi dim] level of “un­ 
converted” sugars.—a substance that could be taken by 
mouth. Insulin worked well, hut when taken in tablet form it 
was destroyed by digestive juices before it reached t h e 
blood stream. The problem of a pill for diabetes took more 
than two decades to solve. 
Last .lune. The Upjohn Company announced the develop­ 
ment of a tablet that would reduce the diabetic's high blood 
sugar level. Tested on thousands of American patients in one 
of the largest medical trials of its kind, Orinase is now being 
used by 250,000 diabetics. 
The development of Orinase means a new way of life, and 
“freedom from the needle,” for millions of diabetes victims 
throughout the world. And the discovery of the new drug 
has also served to re-emphasize the need for early detection 
of this mysterious metabolic disorder. 
Typical symptoms of diabetes, according to medical spe­ 
cialists. are: 
1. Excessive thirst and hunger 
2. Bassing of large amount of urine 
3. Loss of weight 
4. Changes in vision 
5. Fatigue and drowsiness 
6. Positive urine sugar and elevated blood sugar 
The most certain way to check on diabetic symptoms, is 
to see your physician. 
A two-pronged battle against the growing problem of dia­ 
betes is now taking shape. The advent of a pill for diabetes, 
not only makes life easier for many diabetics, but also points 
to vital research leads which may bring greater understand­ 
er the disease. Now, leading scientists hope that the pieces 
in the puzzle will gradually fall into place, as work in the 
laboratory and the clinic takes on new speed and direction.

F rankfurter, born in Vienna and 
brought to the United Slates 63 
years ago, was three q u arters of 
a cen tu ry old last week. In those 
years, he, an im m igrant boy, had 
clim bed to the highest court in 
the land. 
His fellow Suprem e Court Ju s­ 
tices, som e of whom don’t alw ays 
enthuse over his voluble expostu­ 
lations from the bench, gave Felix 
a dinner in honor of his 75th birth­ 
day. It was considerably different 
from another dinner which F rank­ 
furter him self gave on the sam e 
night Queen Elizabeth was en ter­ 
tained by Eisenhow er in state at 
the White House. 
F rankfurter, 
a great 
adm irer 
and defender of the British, was 
not 
invited. 
The 
White 
House 
guests included executives of Coca 
Cola, S e a g r a m s Whiskey, the 
Young and Rubicam A dvertising 
Agency, the Cluctt Peabody Shirts 
Com pany, a director of Republic 
Steel, and the other big cam paign 
contributors. 
But Justice F rankfurter, though 
not invited to the White House, 
was not to be outdone. He sent 
out form al dinner invitations to 
four close friends, including Don­ 
ald Hiss, brother of Alger Hiss. 
Ominously, the 
invitations read. 
"W hite tie m andatory." 
O bediently 
guests 
arrived 
in 
white ties and form al tails. G reet­ 
ing 
them . 
Justice 
Frankfurter 
said: 
"I see you are in full splendor. 
but I can cut 
one notch higher 
than you on this thing." 
He pointed to his m idnight blue 
tail coat and to the red lapels 
that had been specially attached 
for the occasion 
“ I’m quite a whiz when I go in 
for 
pomp 
and 
circum stance." 
joked the Suprem e Court Justice. 
The guests went in for dinner. 
The

course 
was 
luxurious 
cream of alm ond soup One of the

C ream of almond

House.

ea rlier this year. T hat causes deer 
to stir around m ore -p artic u larly 
bucks — and present better targets 
for the hunters. 
Field reports indicated the nu 
m ber of hunters in the woods was 
about the sam e as last year. Alth­ 
ough deer hunting w a- opened to- 
out-of->state nim rods, field checks 
indicated that fewer non-residents 
cam e into M issouri for the season 
than had bern predicted by t h e 
Com mission - three per cent o f 
the total.
